LL Canadians nfust surely féalize by

Not Easy 


In short, he ts ary édeeator as well as 
a governor. He is trying fo educate us, 
the public, and himself simultaneotsly 
before, a§ governor, he mnidkes final 
decisions. This, the céntral method of the 
new politics, will not be as easy perliaps 
as he thinks, for obvious reasons. 

In thée_first _placé, a prtitie minister 
may be two: men itiside himself, or 
several, like the rest of us. One of these 
bat up vagrant ideas to see how they suit 
thé. people, If they don’t suit, he can 
abandon ther, as he seems to Have. 
abandoned any thought of withdrawal 
from MATO. But if Canadians accept his 
method and are willirig to play their part 
in if, he can expect no. siniilar 
understanding from foreigners.

ment borrowing will destroy the free, 
enterprise system. Mr. Strom went on 
record ss favoring abandonment of the 


Manning pay-as-you-go principle which — 


has guided Alberta for almost 35 years. 

Nor was Strom alohe in embracing 
the borrowing heresy. All the other 
serious candidates were also in favor or 
going into the money markets for cash 
with which to pay for long term -capital 
expenditures. 


Founding Hatred 


—It was bitter hatred for government 
debt that give birth to the Socred Party 
and led it to repudiate the interest on the 
Alberta bonds in the 1930's. This 
repudiation ¢losed the money markets to 
Alberta for a decade, made if impossible 
for private citizens to negotiate NHA 
mortgages. So the government made a 
virtue of necessity by living within its 
tax ificome, Then came the oil and gas 
discoveries and the $2 billion bonanza 
that enabled it to pay off its debts, 
firiance huge public works and salt away 
a sufplus, But it has been runhing out of 
income lately and after three whopping 
deficits in a row ¢omes almost by 
necéssity to recognize the need for 
borrowing. 

But Mr. Strom emphasizes that it will 
be borrowing for long term capital 
projects. only. In explaining where the 
money is to come from for expanding 
costs of welfare and educational ser- 
vices, he provided the best explanation 
yet of the Manning Social Conservative 
theory. 


Involving Capital 


What Mr. Mann:ng nationally and Mr. 
Strom locally are. after is to involve 
Canadian capitalism in social welfare 
and education. Private enterprise should 
carry more of the cost of taking care of 
the casualties of the system. Govern- 
ments should induce private enterprise 
-to-~-boild--hospitals—and—nursing- homes. 
Private enterprise ought to get involVed 
in housing. In short, instéad of all these 
costs coming out of the citizen as 
taxpayers, some of them ought to be 
extracted from the citizens as corporate 
dividend recipients. 

For Mr. Strom, his government is 
likely ‘to expand its expenditures on 
education and welfare. He 18 strongly in 
favor of better education and in 
particular he. advocates a catch-up 
training program for children on welfare 
and a retraining program for their 
parents. The idea seems to be that these 
and other such expefiditures can be 
handled out of the slack which private 
enterprise will take up in looking after 
the welfare of its employees,

‘Build Schools for Learning 


Good dentists_used to be evaluated on their 
ability to pull teeth—painlessly.. Nowadays, of 
course, a good dentist is oné who does everything 
possible to avoid pulling teeth. 

Good teachers used to be evaluated on their ability to 
teach good lessons, Maintain good discipline, prepare good 
examinations, direct the pupils and otherwise- decide just 
what, how and at what rate the child should progress through 
the school system. 

_In other words, the teacher’s role was to teach (Jecture)’ 
— pupil's role was to absorb what the teacher taught 


AE EME EEE, Ne NE te EN, to me 
schools. 
Yesterday’s schools—and far too many of today’s schools 
— were designed, built, and operated to facilitate teaching. 
The modern concept is that. the school should be an 
institution designed, built and operated to promote learning. 


A hard, realistic look ‘at our schools and our school 
system reveals that the majority of teachers are still 
obsessed with teaching and the majority of students are still 
learning the so-called facts handed out by the teacher. 

Let us look at the evidence. 

Few if any schools ‘in British Columbia have suitable 
areas where students may go to learn. 

The classroom box, 24 feet by 32 feet, is an area designed 
for teaching, not for learning. The classroom box perpetuates 
the false idea that the teacher at the front of the room is the 
key factor iin the school, 


Wide Variety of Spaces 


The key factor in our schools should not be the teacher 
teaching but the student learning: 

The school should not be looked at as a building having 
Classrooms where teachers teach. 

Rather, the school should be ‘looked at -as- a— building 
having a wide variety of spaces where students go to learn. 

To my knowledge there isn’t a school in British Columbia 
designed ahd: operated on the assumption that ft is more 
important for students to learn than for teachers to teath. 

Indeed, our schools are operated on a number of very 
For example, we assume that a group of 30 to 40 students 
fs. the appropriate size for a wide range of learning 
experiences. Sometmes the group should be maybe 100 or 
nen: eee wae Pe ee a ee ee 
less. 

Yet, in very few-of our schodle-do students Jean, on a 
Properly onganized and systematic basis, in groups other than 


dictates. that for many’ hearning experiénces, for most 
students, there should be very wide variations in time 
allotments, Indeed, there are times when students should 
spent maybe a day or a week in a particular activity or 


learning experience. 

Another ~ false assumption a probably the most 
indefensible of all -—— is that all pupils in a group are more or 
less capable of mastering the. same material in the same 
length of time — namely, a school year. We usually test the 
whole group et the same time and we usually allot to every 
student tthe same amount of time to.write the test. 

Why can't each individual student write a test whenever 
he ts reatly for it? And why can't each student be given-as 
much time as he needs to write the test? 


Proceed at Own Pace 


Of course, the lock-step idea fs the whole basis upon 
which the B.C, grade system is organized. Students who 
require more than a year to complete a given body of work 
are failed, and those who require less than a school year to 
complete a course are required to take a year anyway. 


All our schools, at all grade levels, should be organized so 
that students can proceed at their own pace, Continuous 
progress, in a completely ungraded system, belongs not only 
in the primary gradés. It belongs throughout the school 
system. 

For how many more years must society be told that our 
schools should be organized according to the way children 
fearn rather than according to the calendar, or units of work, 
or grades? 

In almost all our. schools we try to make the child fit the 
sysem rather than gearing the system to fit the child. 

There are further false assumptions which are worth 
examining. 

For example, in elementary schools, each student fs 
assigned a classroom with a teacher. The student is exposed 
almost exclusively to that one teacher for the year.

Rights of Children 


In my view it is precisely because teachers have 
traditionally given so little attention to student opinions and 
ideas that we have large numbers of students in our schools 
who have no real commitment to learning. - 

Far too many of our students view the school as an 
authoritarian institution which is dedicated to forcing them 
into activities that are often uninteresting or irrelevant. 

How can we expect students to become interested in 
learning — in their own education — if we seldom either 
consult them or give them the opportunity to do things their 
own way? 

At the senior secondary sehool level at least, students 
should be treated as young adults who are largely precy yr 
for their own education. These senior students should be 


provided with ali kinds of opportunities to get involved in, il 
committed to, their own education. 


= How can we expect these young adults to learn 
responsibility if the school treats them in essentially the 
same manner as they were treated in grade one? 


In many schools these young adults are boxed in neat 
rows in classrooms.— facing front and listening, serving 
detentions for being late or for chewing gum, bringing signed 
(often forged) notes from parents for absenteeism, having to 
obtain a;sligned: slip to: go to the tollet'er to-see a counsefior, 
etc., etc. 

Phi icadi-was Seapesl ebsieisls ‘to ealeentedd  tiecen 
education if they must learn under such working conditions? 

However, what is done in schools is by no means the 
exclusive responsibility of teachers. Nor, for that matter, are 
the serious shortcomings of our school system entirely due to 
the lack of imagination of the teaching force. 


Many Have No Library 


Much responsibility also rests on the shoulders of school 


boards to provide the space, staff and facilities needed-for © 


quality education. 


. The affluence. One sees in many sections of Canadian 
society stands in brutal contrast to our poverty-stricken 
schools. 

i The great majority of our schools, including some large 
secondary schools, do not even have a library — that is, a 
library as defined by mintmum standards set out for schools 
by the Canadian Library Associatior. 

Science facilities are generally inadequate, and in some 

Large classes — in which quality education simply cannot 
take place — are widespread. For example, nearly 100,000 
pupils in elementary schools are sitting in classrooms 
averaging 37 pupils. 

Olasses are crowded into such ‘makeshift - facilities as 
staffrooms, ini aeons community halis, corridors, base- 
ments, stages, storage rooms, portables, and other sub- 
standard areas. 

Schodt boards, in my view, should be fighting more 
Scien Bs and more. unremittingly for better education. 
They can achieve this by encouraging principals and teachers 
to be creative and by providing them with the, moral and 
‘economic support they need to move our schools ahead. 

There would appear to be far too much complacency on 
the part of trustees. Far too thany of them, I suggest, believe 
that our schools’ ere quite good. The evidence strongly 
suggests the contrary. 

Barely 50 per cent of our students complete high school 
successfully. Last year about 10,500 students dropped out of 
school — some 9,000 from the secondary schools and some 
1,500 from the elementary schools.

Professional: sport, or spectator sport for that 
matter, is part of the entertainment business.

| fatuous histrionics of what passes for pro 
: wrestling, or it can reach the refinement of 
| precision football; hockey, soccer or other body 
contact pastimes. The ‘appeal in the latter is 
still directed toward the. “buff” who under- 
ystands the particular sport and he is given a 
higher degree of excellence than ever before. 
But the economics of assembling stars and 
| welding them into a tearm demands large 
revenue from the paying customers. In 
addition to the informed spectator, there must 
be many more to swell the gate. And among 
the many more are so-called ‘‘fun-seekers’’— 
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even violent protagonists—who mix spectating 
with an injudicious intake of alcohol: Some- 
where in the process the better qualities. of 
sport become submerged. 

The gallery, including large numbers of the 
ill-informed, makes modern involvement a 
personal thing, heats is --up with blind 
partisanship: or liquid stimulant, and-produces 
riot: Encouragement~ comes from powerful 
forces in their own. countries which inject, 
unwholesomefationalistic and political ele- 
ments inte sport. 

When involvement reaches the extreme, the 
cops are called and planes are grounded. 

This is a shabby accompaniment of sport in 
many parts of the world—perhaps because not 
enough people have been trained how to 
behave as spectators.

Since so much of physical education is 
concentrated on the creation. of winning 
teams—with a corresponding limitation of the 
number of individuals who will play—it seems 
reasonable that some emphasis at least should 
be placed on teaching the young how to 
appreciate exeelience in games from the 
sidelines. We have art appreciation courses.

NEW YORK (AP)—In Ar- 
nold Gingrich’s opinion these 
are “the best of times and the 
worst of times” for American 
writers and writing. 

Why the best of times? 

“Because never before has 
it been easier to get 
published,” the veteran editor 
said in an interview. “Never 
before has it been so easy for 
a young writer to get a grant- 
in-aid, or to get a job as a 
writer-in-residence, or in 
teaching. 

“And publishers are en- 
gaged in a fantastic competi- 
tion to uncover new talent. 
The days of Joseph Hergeshei- 
mer-writing 14 years without 
getting a line in print are 
gone forever.’’ 

Why the worst of times? 

“With all this competition 
among publishers, you’d think 
we would be in a volien age 
of writing, but we’re not.

there ig today,“ There is an 
utter lack of discipline in writ- 
ing now, 

“Writers today reach toa 
much suceess too soon.

SAME FOR ALL 

“There is more I could 
outline, but I feel this is 
testimony to the fact that we 
do have an excellent civil 
service and I wish here to pay 
tribute to the government for 


its policies which made these -

Dr. Morrison. 

Mr. O'Connor dismissed Dr, 
Morrison’s list of civil service

“The same. thing can be 
said for every province in 
Canada and it cannot be said 
that B.C. has led the way in 
personnel relations. 

“We're the only province in 
Canada where employees 
have no rights. whatever. 

“The final step in all our 
procedures leads to the civil 
service commission and that 
has been management's 
agent. 

“We still have no bargain- 
ing rights and although there 
is provision for it in the law, I 
have yet to know — despite 
our many requests — dnd for 
the cabinet to appoint a griev- 
‘ance committee to hear our 
complaints.’ 

Dr. Morrison wound up his 
speech with a dire Christmas

He said that “the great

country.

Snow.has already fallen on Green Mountain. A, spokesman 
for the Sno-Birds Ski Club, which operates the lodge and tows, 
reported about two feet of powder snow fell on a two-foot base 
earlier this week. 

Sno-Birds have recently aequired a ‘2i-<year lease from the 
holding Esquimalt-Nanaimo Railway Company folowing cance-, 
lation of the lease to a cmmercial_venture — Green Mountain 
Recreation Company. 


Two rope tows, which total 2,000 feet in length, are 
operating weekends. Plans for a T-bar are going ahead to 
replace the one taken down when GMRC vacated the premises. 

Elevation of the slope runs from 4,200 to 4,800 feet. 

Eight new bunks in the dorm brings to 80 the capacity for 
“overnighters” in the Sno-Bird Lodge. 

Overnight rates are $2 for’Sno-Birds members and_$4_ for 
non-members. A family rate has been-set at.$2 for each parent 
and $1 for every child under 12 years of age. 

Food lockers and ski lockers are available for a nominal 
fee. z 

Tow rates are $1.50 a day for members and $2.50 for non- 
members 

Access’ to Green Mountain is through a comiinetion of 


paved and gravel roads, cutting off Highway No. 1 about six 
miles south of Nanzimo, The route is clearly marked with 


signs,

Forbidden Plateau, or Mt. Becher Ski Development if you 
prefer the legal.name, is located 13 miles west of Courtenay at 
the 2,100 to 2,300-foot level. 

Two T-bars of 3,775 and 1,400-foot lengths, plus a 600-foot 
rope tow, provide access to a variety of runs. Plans are 
underway to increase the length of the tows. 

Another plan_in-the_offing is to _operate_on_a_seven-day_week 
instead of the Monday, Wednesday, Saturday and Sunday 
schedule being followed this season. 

Lifts operate from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. with a day fee of $4 for 
edults and $2.50 for children (under 16 years old). 

Bulldozers have worked on the slope over the summer and 
have improved it-considerably. 

Dorm rates.in the Forbidden Plateau. Lodge, which is 
operated under separate ownership from the ski area, range 
from. $3 to $8.50, with single rooms available for $10. 

Ski school, rentals and repairs are available along with 
such services as babysitting and a cafeteria. 

Buses run regularly from Courtenay to the ski area. 


An undeveloped ski area is located on Mt. Arrowsmith‘ with 
access by hiking along a trail cutting off."the road to Port 
Alberni.

According to a recent wage survey, Mary Ann 
McCammon and Penni Shaw earned less in a month 
at their summer jobs than a Vancouver Island flunky 


(non-cooking help in a 
earns in a week. 


But their wages cannot be 
computed, by dollars alone. 
Both girls “‘earned” a better 
understanding of another cul- 
ture and another language. 

Mary Ann and Penni are 
second-year students at the 
University of Victoria. Last 
summer they were both in 
Europe working as ‘“‘general 
help” (trafslated roughly into 
“barmaid’’) in hotels as part 
of the Jobs Abroad program. 

This program, sponsored by 
the International Society for 
Training and Culture, finds 
youngsters jobs in _ other 
lands, expedites the various 
permits, covers them with 
health and accident insurance, 
assists with finding housing 
when not included with the 
job), provides basic orienta- 
tion, and, in two of the three 
programs, pays for the trans- 
portation. 

The object: Greater under- 
standing of foreign cultures 
through living and working 
with the people. 

‘Mary Ann was, posted in La 
Chaux-De-Fonds, Switzerland, 
a non-tourist town that was 
almost deserted in July “when 
almost everyone took his 
holidays." 

Penni was on: the coast. in 
Blankenberge, Belgium. 
“Everyone came to the coast 
on the weekends,"" she re- 
ported. 
Sunday and-at the height of 
the season it was almost 
festive,” 

She met one famous Aneri- 
can:\ “I met ‘Tommy Smtith,: 
the American athlete who 
made the black power sign at 
the Olympic games. I was 
walking down ‘the street and 
saw a tall Negro with an 
American badge on his jacket.

I agree that the surgeon 
ought to be willing to discuss 
this subject, but I know that 
many surgeons refuse to tell 
what they will charge. I once 
asked the business manager 
of a big clinic why he would 
not discuss costs with pa- 
‘tients, and he said that 
sometimes when the surgeon 
opens an abdomen he finds a 
big cancer instead of the 
small ulcer he expected to 
see, and then a much bigger 
operation is needed. Also, 
occasionally then a second or 
third operation may be 
needed. 

Years ago I discussed this 
problem with the great sur- 
geqn Dr. Frank Lahey, who 
founded the Lahey Clinic of 
Boston. He said, “I am 
always willing to tell a patient 
what. his charge will be} I 
know the argument against 
this, but when in our clinic we 
do hundreds of operations a 
year, the costs average out; 
sometimes an operation takes 
less time than we thought it 
would, and sometimes it takes 


more time.”

Since in B.C. we have 
suffered government-approved 
industrial intrusion into a 
provincial park, it might be as 
well to cast an eye on the 
province from which some of 
the loudest current . protests 
are issuing.

with an occasional cuff at a 
government whose works 
affront both sets of disput- 
ants. 

The prize {is 3,000 square 
mile Algonquin Park — a lake- 
studded woodland in which the 
Ontario government has_per- 
mitted logging on a reSstricted 
basis since the tract was first 
set aside for park purposes. 

The loggers are reaching 
for “vast new helpings of 
Algonquin's ‘“over-mature” 
timber. The conservation- 
minded are. urging they be 
ousted from the park. The 
Ontario government, torn two= 
ways, has come up with a 
provisional scheme that de- 
fines certain areas as primi- 
tive, allows “reasonable har- 
vesting” of timber on others.

Mr, O'Connor — also lashed 
at the Civil Service Commis- 
sidn as. a government. tool, 
along with outlawing: strikes, 
used to maintain “the cabi- 
net's cheap labor policy by 
denying us a right to bargain 
collectively.” 

Mr. Bennett made -his state- 
. ments at a government-lun- 
cheon for 14 Vancouver: Island 
civil servants Tuesday who 
received 25-year service. certi- 
ficates. 

It was the sixth time in 
seven years that Mr. Bennett 
used the annual occasion to 
announce wage _ increases 
were coming in the ensuing 
budget. 

Last year he skipped the 
announcement because of the 
government's “restraint” 
program but the ‘average 5 
per cent wagé boost was 
included in the current bud- 
get, totalling about $5 million 
including enriched increments. 
ORASH STUDY 

This fall, coinciding. with 
the BCGEA convention which 
showed a definite switch to 
militancy in the -wake of a 
government refusal to give 
civil servants ‘“‘comparability’’ 
with their. counterparts | in 
private -B.C. industry, Mr. 
Bennett said a crash study 
had. been ordered which he 
predicted would result in a 
wage increase. 

“T’'m not going to talk about 
salaries today,”” Mr. Bennett 
said at the Tuesday luncheon, 
“@éxcept to say this: B.C. has 
had jts best year in history 
and ‘there /-will be salary 
increases in’ all categories of 
the civil service.’ 

He praised the work of the 
civil servants during his 17 
years as premier and said 


the civil service commission 
worked hard for the benefit of 
the employees. 

‘HAPPY FAMILY’ 

“T’m glad that on the whole 
there is a happy family in the 
civil service and the govern- 
ment,”’ he said. 

Later, he told reporters that 
the current year has been the 
most prosperous for the entire 
economy but he would not 
predict a larger surplus be- 
cause expenditures have in- 
creaséd as well as revenues. 

Mr. Bennett said the gross 
amount for civil service in- 
creases would be revealed in 
the budget but the commission 
would divide it among -the 
various classifications. 

He refused to discuss the 
eivil servants’ demand for 
bargaining rights and re- 
peated the “happy family’”’ 
theme. 

‘DID'T SEE’ 

Asked about the large pro- 
test marches here and in 
Vancouver by dissatisfied 
civil servants, Mr. Bennett 
said “I didn’t see-any.” 

He said B.C. civil servants 
are first-class citizens because 
their salaries are_guaranteed 
by. all British Columbians and 
they have a full-time civil 
service commission working 
on their behalf with guaran- 
tees of no patrofage inter- 
ference making them unique 
in Canada. 

“His announcements leave 
me absolutely cold because 
it’s been one of the worst 
years for provincial govern- 
ment employees,” said Mr. 
O'Connor in a telephone inter- 
view from Vancouver. 

He said the government has 
indicated already that it in- 
tends to press its policy of 
comparing B.C, government 
salaries with those of other 
provincial governments rather 
than the salary scales preva- 
lent in B.C, 

“The premier in effect is 
saying to us that we must buy 
our clothes and food and pay

rent at B.C. prices while 
receiving. wages comparable 
to those in Newfoundland and 
New Brunswick," he said. 


~-“SHACKLED”’ 


“We are shackled by the 
government's no strike legis- 
lation which» was created only 
to allow the cabinet to pursue 
its cheap labor policy and we 
are not allowed our request to 
have our case ‘put before the 
Mediation Commission, 

“As for the» civil service 
commission, Mr. Bennett has: 
often said it is an independent 
organization. 

“But in my experience, no 
one employed by this govern- 
ment is independent of the 
premier and the civil service 
commission is. employed by 
the cabinet’ and will do 
everything it wants because 
the commission is only an 
agent—a management agent. 

“The civil. service commis- 
sion owe their salaries and 
their loyalty to the govern- 
ment and, in our opinion, they 
have not been impartial in 
dealing with us. 

‘DODGING ISSUE’ 

“When the premier says we 
have unique benefits in this 
province, he’s just attempting 
to, dodge the issue by preten- 
tious mistatements of fact— 
he’s doing nothing less than 
trying to mislead the public. 

“The federal civil servants 
in B.C. not only have a 
full-time independent civil ser- 
‘vice commission but they also 


have bargaining rights and 
they live in. this province. 

“In addition, almost all thé 
provinces have full-time com- 
missions, not just B.C., and 
there is some form of collec- 
tive bargaining in New Bruns- 
wick, Quebec, Ontario, Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan but 
we have to sit--under Mr. 
Bennett's heel and all we get 
is crumbs from his table.” 


GOVERNMENT PRAISED 

Dr. Hugh Morrison, com- 
mission ‘chairman, roundly 
praised the. present govern- 
ment at ‘the Tuesday lun- 
cheon, crediting it with im- 
proving the lot of all citizens 
and civil servants too. 

He told the 25-year service 
guests that since they entered 
government employment, the 
province's “‘few grave] roads” 
have become one of the world’s 
best highway systems, the 
“quite meagre’ social ser- 
vices of 1943 have become 
“the best social welfare. sys- 
tem in Cariada,” the “‘rudi- 
mentary” health services 
have evolved into “a greatly 
expanded system of public 
health service and a system 
of-mental health . service 
second-te—nene on the conti- 
nent.” 


“Education has also ‘ad- 
vanced by leaps and boutids,”’ 
he said. 

“It is. stated that nm any 
society, to advance these days 
a good system of education is 
essential and certainly British 
Columbia does not lack the 
tools to this effect. 

“These are only a sample — 
I could go further — but I 
have not the time to expand.” 

Dr. Morrison said the civil 
service also has made great 
progress under the present 
administration with major 
improvements in _ salaries, 
grading on merit, grievance 
procedures, salary discus- 
sions, in-service training, 
safety programs, vacation 
benefits, superannuation, work 
week and group insurance, 


SAME FOR ALL 
“There is more I ¢ould 
outline, but I feel. this. is 
testimony to the fact that we 
-do have an excellent civil 
service and I wish here to pay 
tribute fo the government for 
its policies which made these 
advancements possible,” said 
Dr. Morrison. ~~ 
Mr. O'Connor dismissed Dr. 
Morrison's list of civil service

improvements with the com- 
ment: 

“The same thing can be 
said. for every province in 
Canada and it cannot be said 
that B.C. has led the way in 
personnel relations, 

“We're the only province in 
Canada where employees 
have no rights whatever. 

“The final step in all our 
procedures leads to the civil 
service commission and that 
has been management's 
agent. 

“We still have no. bargain- 
ing rights and although there 
is provision for it in the law, I 
have’ yet to know — despite 
our many requests — and for 
the cabinet to appoint a griev- 
ance committee to hear our 
complaints?” 

Dr. Morrison wound up his 
speech with a dire Christmas 
message. 


He said that “the great
